Grimsby, Lincolnshire, respectfully ven- 
ture on asecond appeal to the benevolent and 
plulanthropic citizens of their adopted coun 
try for assistance to enable them to complete 
the long-cherished and now partly fulfilled 
design of erecting a synagogue.

, These plans have beeu carefully and econo 
ii prepared by B. Jacobs, Esq. af 
butitis found that-te earry them inte 
eliect. sum more thaa doubling the 
00 at present inthe hands of the Treasurer, 
be required. This larger prospective out 
1V bas not arisen from any desire on the part 
of the cummnunity to erect a more elaborate 
or more commodious bnilding than was origi 
nally intended; bnt simply and solely from 
the fact that such outlay was at the outset 
under-estimated. The utmost care has been 
taken by the Architect to avoid all unneces 
“ary expenditure by his plans, and yet it 
appears that something more than twice the 
mnow in hand will be needed to complete 
tne erection and to farni-h it for the purpose 
of a Honseol God.

DR. HERMANN ADLER’S VISIT TO PALESTINE. 


We learn that Dr. Hermann Adler arrived in Constantinople on Monday last, 
where he was to spend the Feast of Pentecost. He will probably remain in 
the Turkish Capital until the departure of the Orient Express on Tuesday next. 
Dr. Adler travelled vid Alexandria, icstead of Bevrout, in order to obviate 
travelling on the Festival. He has expressed himself as being highly delighted 
with the enthusiastic reception he met with in Jerusalem at the hands of every 
section of the Jewish community. So gratified was he with his visit to Jerusa- 
lem, that he abandoned his intention of making a tour in the North of Palestine 
in order that he might prolong his stay in the Holy City. He, however, found 
time to travel to Hebron, riding ten hours in the saddle on the one journey, and 
eleven hours on the other, Dr. Adler, on leaving Constantinople, will travel through 
Buda-Pesth, where he proposes to stay for a few days. He is expected back ‘in 
London early in June. 

Another correspondent, writing from Jerusalem on the 1<t. gives the follow- 
ing particulars of the incidents which occurred between the debarkation of Dr. 
Iiermann Adier and Mr. Benas at Jaffa, and their arrival in Jerusaletm 


After their formal reception at Jaffa, horses were ordered and both gentlemen, 
with a numeroos escort, set out for the agricultural establishment of the Alliance, 
* Mikvé Israel,” about half an hour's ridefrom Jaffa. On their return they dined with 
Mr. Amzalak, the English Vice-Co: sul, a coreligionist. Immediately after the repast, 
they mounted their horses and, accompanied by Mr. Pines andseveral deputies from 
the Colony of Petach Tikvah. they proceeded to this colony, (a their way they paid 
a visit to the garden of Sir Moses Montefiore, cultivated by Jews, aud to the German 
settlement of Sarona, which aroused their afmiration. Ou inquiry. they learnt with 
satisfaction from some of the settlers, that they were self-aupporting aud had every 
reason to be cout mt with theie sitaation. After two hou-s’ ride they arrived at 
Petach Tikvah, where all the colonists had assewbled to welcome them. The Rev. 
Dr. Adler examined every one separatety, and after the Mincha prayer had been 
recited, the company proceeded to Yehoudieh, half an hour further on, wrere the 
dwelling p aces of the colonists have been erected. It was already night when they 
arrived. All the inhabitants had come ont to meet them with torches and firing of 
guns,in accordance with Oriental fashion, and the hearty unanimous cry of 
* Baruch haba.” The Doctor inspected the place and then accepted a glass of tea in 
company of all the Elders in the house of Mr, Sihal:th, one of the principal settlers, 
Here Mr. Wissolzki, the delegate of the Society “ Lovers of Zion, who had lately 
arrived from Russia, came to greet your honourable countrymen. I must not f rget to 
inentien that his Excel.ency the Pasha of Jerusalem hed sent some zapcieha 
(mounted police) to serve Dr, Adler as a guard of honour. These gw lant solders 
were indeed very welcome for the return ride in the middle of the night throngh 
the lonely country. For the roads (if roads they can be called) are far from secure 
in these parts. The lawle s Bedouin now and then roves over the country from the 
sea shore, and when one takes an hour's ride from the town he had better not leave 
his revolver behind 
It was near midnight when the travellers reached Jaffa, and early next morning 
the carriage that wag to bring to Jerusalem was alrealy waiting »t their door. 
Having set out, they quitte: the high way oft ran hour. ride from Jaffa, to see the 
Colony of Rishon | Zion. Here Dr. Adler, among others, carnestiy inquired after 
the religious condition of the settlement and received the assurance of the mapa-er 
that it was the particular request o Baron Edm ud de Rothschild, the generous 
supporter of this Colony, that the sett ers should live stietly according to Jewis. 
law. Au hour late they ouce mor- took the road to Jerusalem, a da out hoon 
siopped at Bab el Quad, the general meeting place of travellers, befor- they enter 
the wild mountains of Judwa. There the deputation from Jerusalem had awaited 
their arrival.and Dr, Adler related how he had ‘taken his leave from our yeoer- 
avle patriarch, Sir Moses. Nobody coud hear without being moved how the lover 
of his people, the man whom every one in the land regards as his father. had become 
excited when he learned the rev. doctor's intention, and that he would have set out 
avaiu for the sacred conntry. so dear to bis soul, if only his frie ds would let him, 
“T envy you.” he had said, 1 pressing the hand of his reverend friend, and all the 
I steners in the louely inuin Jujwa felt the true ring of that great ant noble heart

In endeavouring to carry out as fully as 
gossible the spirit of this rale, they have borne in mind that it was their duty not 
to mskeanewtranslation,-but to revise onc already existing which for more than two 
enturies and a half had heldthe prsition of an English clas-ic They have dir- 
played great care in’ minimising alteration. The “ineffable Name ™ has been ren- 
ered “ Lord” or “ God,” as in the Anglican Version and in accordance with Jewish 
costom, with afew exceptioos in passages in which the introduction of a proper 
name seemed to be required ; aod in these few exceptions the old error in pronuncing 
the “ ineffable Name "’ as “Jehovah” has been repeated, The Revisers have ignored 
the fact that the Hebrew text has no vowels for the Tetragrammaton, but only gives 
those of the word Advnait which is substituted for the Tetragrammaton 
as is the case in every A’ri and A'thith (various readings) throughout 
the Hebrew Scriptures. The Revisers have as a rule adopted the Masoretic 
ext as the basis of their work. In cases of A’ri and A'thibh they imitate 
the Masora in rendering the reading in the text and leaving the other in 
the margin. They seem to have regarded A‘¢hibh as the principal reading, 
whilst the Masora gives preference to the A’ri. There is, however, a 
want of consistency in this respect, ¢.g., Lev xxx.

Apter fifteen years’ work by the most eminent Semitic scholars in England, 
the Revised Biple was distributed to the public last Tuesday, and so far as 
one can observe, has been received with acclamations of applause. There is 
something slightly ludicrous perhaps inthe idea of reviews of a book of that 
bulk appearing in Saturday's papers when copies were only delivered at mid- 
night on Friday. But the verdict of the dailies was decidedly favourable, 
the reason being undoubtedly that the most familiar passages had been leit 
untouched and literary association for the most part unaffected by the Revi- 
sers. From that point of view indeed all praise is to be given to them for 
the reverence they have displayed towards the greatest English classic. 
And as Englishmen we thank them for refraining from such wanton altera- 
tions as disfigured the Revised New Testament.

In all its outward changes the Revision is a triaaph 
of Jewish scholarship over the mistaken departures from it of later times, 
Bat the question remains hew far the internal changes have sufficed to 
remove the many obscurities of the Authorised Version which were in part 
the cause of the Revision being undertaken, Is the Revised Bible really a 
Revision that can be taken to represent the most advanced results of Hebrew 
scholarship? It would be premature within a few days of its appearance to 
pronounce decisively on this point. Many of the more obvious corrections 
have been made, as is evident at a first glance, But the general impression 
i left that much remains in as deep obscurity as before, and that the Ke- 
‘isers of the Old Testament have been as timid in this respect as their 
confréres of the New have been bold. It is one of the most remarkable 
characteristics of the Authorised Version that it contains so much of what 
We may term Majestic nonsense—sentences which ring out grandly, but when 
examined closely fail to yield any real significance. Many of these have 
femingly escaped the notice of the Revisers, and remain as majestic in 
rhythm, but as absurd in meaning, as of old. All depends on the compara- 
tive number of these ; We cannot expect any work of man to be perfection, 
and a few blemishes are not to be allowed to count against a large number 
successful emendations, Sut further and prolonged inquiry will be 
reqnired before the number of these two classes of merits and defects can 
re ascertained, Till then no decisive answer can be given to the question: 
hg Bible a'real Revision ? 


eanwhile, however, there is one patent fact that seems to indicate 


great indecision in the minds of the Revisers as to their work, we refer to 
the large number of marginal readings. The most characteristic distinction 
of the New Version from the Old after the change in mechanical arrange- 
ments is undoubtedly the large amonnt of marginal annotations, Much in- 
formation of various kinds is contained in these, but they are chiefly com- 
posed of alternative renderings which are in a very large number of cases 
superior to the readings actually adopted in the text. This seems to indicate 
that the Revisers were over-cantions in dealing with their work. And the 
practical result will be to render much of it worthlesss, for in popular use 
no one reads the margins, and for the student something more is required 
than mere tran-lation. 

The alternative renderings, however, indicate ina most striking manner 
the nneertai iV that still exists on the interpretati n of passages af 
Seriptare.

The coming session of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations at St. 
Louisearly in July is likely to prove of more than usual interest. There is a growing 
feeling among friends of the Union that it should te less passive on qnestions of 
the day, but should array its congregations on a precise and definite platform. 
Some are already advocating a synod to settle for decades to come the shifting and 
shiftless phases of Judaism in America—froma religious standpoint. A uniform 
ritual, and uniform Hebre+ and religious text books be proposed —anything 
preferable tothe present chaos, s> friends of a synod claim. On the other hand, the 
more Conservative congregations and a few of the larger temples, look with dis- 
favour on any synod which would tend todisturb t'eir present autonomy. It is 
difficult to prophecy whether there will be a synod or not ; but there is a growing 
sentiment in favour of some authority in American Judviam. The questior now 
appears to be, not how much ean I observe to show my attachment and reverence ;

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JEWISH CONVALESCENT HOME. 

The Annual Meeting of the Governors and Bubscribers of the Jewish Con- 
valescent Home, South Norwood, was held on Sunday las‘, at the Bayswater Jewish 
&-hools. Harrow Road. There were present: Mr, CHARLES SAMUEL, in the Chair ; 
Mrs. Hermann Adler, Mrs. M. N. Adler, Mrs. Edward Halford, Mrs. E, Jacob, Mrs, 
M.S Kevser, Mra. Lionel Lucas, Mrs, Henry Solomon; Messrs. M. N, Adler, Edward 
Halford, (reorge s. Joseph, James Solomon. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposiog the adoption of the annual report and balance. 
sheet. said that it must be most gratifying to the ladies, members of the Committee, 
to have been enabled to perform such useful work as they had done in the past year, 
The patients who came to them in a weak state were enabled, after a few weeks’ 
stiv at the excellent Convalescent Home, to resume their ordinary occupations, One 
of the most difficult points with which charities were called upon to deal was that 
of providing assistance for families when their heads were temporarily di abled, 
The Board of Guardians, which oft-n had such cases before them, were loth to give 
weeklv allowances, from a fear lest the families they relieved should deg- nerate into 
reyniar recipients of charity. The Convalescent Home was, therefore, doing an 
exeolient service in assisting breadwinners, who had been i'l, to recover their health 
as soon es possible. The cotamunity owed an immense debt of gratitude to the ladies 
who devoted so much time tn the interests of the institution, and of those who 
sought and obtained its benefits, and it was to be hoped that with the recurrence of 
better times, the institation would r. ceive more effivient support. 

Mrs. HersANN ADLER seconded the adoption of the report, which was carried 
upnnimonsly. 7 

The Thirteenth Annual Report states that the number of inawates during the 
vear-ending December, 1584, was 274. Of th inmates remained an addi- 
tional week, 10 two weeks, 3 three weeks, and 3 for four weeks and upwards, beyond 
the usual 3 weeks peri dof residence. “Lhis is equivalent to an admission of 317 
pateu's remaining at the Home for 5 weeks ; the average cost per head of each 
patiert has 17s. 5d. per werk, of ahtch 9d. represents food expenditure, 
lhe extension of t me beyond the normal period of residence is granted under the 
ady cc of the medica attendant, and care is taken to give such extension only in 
cases where it appears hecessaryv to ensure the » rf-ct recovery of the patient, The 
total pumber of yatients admitted since the establishment of the Institution has 
The Committee «xpress regr.t that the Institution has received very 
few parcels of wearing apparel, the value of which could not be over-estimated, as 
many of the inmates came to the Home so poorly clad that additional warm cloth- 
ing was absolutely necessary to their recovery. The Committee have recently made 
arrangemests with some of the principal metropolitaa hospitals, by which patients 
ean be admitted into the Home direct from such hospitals, These arrangements 
have resulted in a very satisfactory increase in the number of hospital convalescents 
admitted. The report concludes with an. urgent appeal for sabstantial support, 
The income (including £590 subscriptions aod donations, and £273, interest aod 
dividends) amounted to £777. and. the expenditure £859, of which £417 was spent 
on food. 

The Honorary Officers were re-elected as follows: President, Mrs, Adler; Trea- 
surer, Mrs. Bischoffsheim ; Honorary Secretaries, Messrs. G, 3%. Joseph and Edward

Sermons preached on various occasions at the West London Synagogue of British 


Jews by the Rev, Professor MARKs, Minister of the Congregation, Second 
Series. Triibner aod Co., London, 1885, 


This is a reprint of the Second Volume of Professor Marks’s sermons. The 
discourses it contains were delivered between the years 1854 and 1861: bata 
lecture on the Jewish Pulpit is appended which was delivered before the Sussex 
Jewish Literary Club in 1862. Some of the contents of the volume thus date 
back to a period when the present generation was in its earliest infancy ; and 
since the mure important of the discourses here given again to the world deal 
with what were at the time more or less burning questions in the community, 
the principal interest ofthe work lies in the opportunity it affords us for measur- 
ing the exact extent of the change which has since taken place in English Judaism 
and in the political position of the English Jews. 

When the earliest of these discourses were delivered Jewish Emancipation 
in this country was still a dream ; and it is with a curious feeling that one reads 
in a sermon preached on the First Day of Passover, 1850, that * this is the first 
Passover commemorated by us as free citizens of Britain, placed on a footing of 
equality with the rest of our fellow-countrymen.” Even at that period, when 
joy at recently gained liberty might pardonably have monopolised the heart, 


Professor Marks did not overlook the dangers that were involved in 
so happy «a change of fortune. “Now that the. barrier of exclusive-_ 


ness Is thrown down, und an opportunity is afforded to us to exhibit practical 
Judatsin in relation to the several duties of a citizen in a free state, it would ill- 
become us to put aside any part of our ritual ordinances that are peculi irto us 
as Jews, in order to give more prominence to those features of our religion 
Which tight appear to mark more distinctively the cosmopolite citizen or the 
politicun. Lhe Anglo-Jewish community enjoy still greater freedotn now than 
it did in 185%; and the timely warning of Professor Marks has certainly lost 
none of its force in the interval. 

The lecture on the Jewish Pulpit enables us, on the other hand, to estimate the 
progress which the community bus made in its religious ideis. ‘There are but 
three synagogues,” says Professor Marks in this lecture, “ where the word of 
God is now preached on every Sabbath—the synagogue of Portland Street, the 
British Jowish Congregation at Manchester, and the Margaret Street Synagogue, 
with which | have the satisfaction of being identitied.”” Since these words were 
spoken the number of synagogues in which pulpit-instruction is given every 
Sabbath has greatly increased ; though the increase might well bave been still 
larger. The lecturer of 1862 trusted that his hearers would * bestir themselves 
by means of a wholesome agitation in their respective congregations, to the end 
that proper means may be taken to place the pulpit of the English Synagogue on 
a footing of equality with that of our brethren of Continental Germany.” Whe- 
ther the subsequent movement which led to a considerable enhancement of the acti- 
vity of the Anglo-Jewish Pulpit can be called an agitation, we cannot say. It 
is enough that the improvement advocated by Professor Marks has taken place ; 
and it would be unfair not to record our conviction that tlic circumstance ts due, 
among various causes, ty the cxcellent example set by the synagogue which 
enjoys Professor Marks’s ministrations. For the rest the lecture to which we are 
referring is an interesting summary of the history of the Jewish Pulpit from 
the earliest times. As an illustration of its former power and attractiveness, a story 
is reproduced from Jost to the effect that Agobard, Bishop of Lyons, once cotm- 
plained to Louis le Debonnaire that the churcl.es were deserted owing to the 
people running to hear the Rabbis preach in the synagogues. It was the Piyut 
that killed the Sermon, by taking up the time and exhausting the spiritual ener- 
gies which the religious discourse demanded. “ As the fervour for Piyutim 
increased, so the pulpit fell into disuse ; and if one might reason from. experience, 
the conclusion would be inevitable, that inno synagogue can a weekly pulpit be 
maintained without some compromise of the liturgic system at present prevail- 
ing.’ The wisdom of the prediction will be patent to everyone, 

The Synagogue and the Urgan is another interesting subject dealt with in 
this volume. The sermon on this subject was delivered on the occasion of in- 
augurating the Organ at the synagogue in Margaret Street in 1850. The Congre- 
eition of British Jews at Manchester had introduced the instrument into their 
enue atan earlier date. Professor Marks sketches the history of instru- 
rental music in its relation to public Jewish worship, from the tine of the

instrumental music, “on the sole ground that it had been an auxiliary of worship 
anoog the Jews ( urious circuiustance, indeed, elng that one of the obiee- 
tions to the introduction of the organ into orthodox synagogucs is: that it is 
identified with the Charch! “About two hundred yeurs ago,” says Prefessor 
Marks, “there was an organ in the Alt-neue Schul at Prague, but it was only 
played on Fridays, before the commencement of the Sabbath Pealm, . The 
first organ employed in the synagogue for general worship was that intro- 
duced by Jacobsohn into the Berlin Synagogue some fi rty-cight years ago,” 
As to such an innovation being justifiable, Professor Marks says: ‘ Inasmuch as 
time has wrought its influence on the forms of worship, the exigencies of time 
may aghin be consulted for the purpose of bringing our ritual practices into 
harmony with our mental, social, and political progress, Ono this ttelligible 
principle we acted some cighteen years since, when ths Congregation was: called 
into being, and experience has satisfied us -that the principle is an eminently 
practical one. Every modification which we then introduced was denounced by 
some uncompromising advocates of ‘things as they are,” as an act of treason 
ayainst the religion of our fathers. The abbreviation of the service was de clared 
to be an innovation; the pulpit was an innovation, and so was the choir. But 
time maintains the battle of truth, and, in the end, carrics the victory ; and we 
cannot but feel thankful to God that we have lived to see the day when some of 
the improvements (as we think) which we introduecd into the Synagogue are 
now adopted by our brethren of other congregations, by whom they had been 
denounced. ‘To-day we bring back to the house of God one of its ancient prac- 
tices, and we inaugurate an organ for the first time in a synagogue of this 
metropolis.” The movement thus initiated has not, practically, wade any progress 
since that time. The synagogue of the Reform Congregation is still the only one in 
London which is provided with an organ. Whether any change in this respectis 
within “ measurable distance” of the present moment Time alone can show, 

We heartily commend these discourses to our readers, Those who desire to 
follow the religious history of the community will find in them mach that is 
interesting. While as to to those who like a good sermon on an ethical or theo- 
logical subject, the volame before us provides a great deal that will suit theie 
taste. The book will unquestionably be acceptable to the large circle of Prof. 
Marks’s admirers—a circle which extends far beyond the limits of bis inmediate 
Congregutiun.
